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Applicant has argued Michaelis does not teach 'Round Trip Time' (RTT) but rather a 'typical round trip time' which the applicant argues is 
not a communication quality parameter determined by calculating time needed for a data transfer (see Applicant's Remarks page 10 
second paragraph) . However, Newton's Telecom Dictionary defines RTT as "...time required for a network communication to travel from 
the source to the destination and back...". This definition of an RTT is considered to indicate what an RTT is typically defined as within the 
art (telecom). 

Applicant also argues Michaelis does not teach or suggest performing a data transfer and calculating a time needed for data transfer (see 
Applicant's remarks page 1 1 first paragraph). However, in the final rejction mailed 02/05/2008 Michaelis was not relied upon to teach 
performing data transfer. Yahagi teaches said limitation as discussed in said final rejction. 
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
